WASHINGTON (UPI) - A House 
impeachment 
inquiry staff 
said 
today 
it 
had 
concluded 
that 
President Nixon could be impeached 
for 
noncriminal 
acts, 
including 
abuse of the powers of the Presiden­ 
cy. 
In a 150-page report to the 38 
members of the House Judiciary 
Committee, the staff, organized to 
study 
possible 
impeachable 
offenses, 
stressed 
that 
impeachment was “ a grave step for 
the nation.” 
“ It is to be predicated only upon 
conditions seriously incompatible 
with either the constitutional form 
and principles of our government or 
the proper performance of the 
constitutional 
duties 
of 
the 
presidential office.” the report said 
The report said. “ The duty of a 
President to preserve, protect and 
defend the Constitution to the best of 
his ability includes the duty not to 
abuse his powers or transgress their 
limits, not to violate the rights of 
citizens, such as those granted by 
the Bill of Rights and not to act in 
derogation 
of 
power 
vested 
elsewhere by the Constitution.' 
In saying a President could be 
impeached for acts other than 
criminal offenses, the report cited 
as 
im peachable 
conduct 
“ undermining the integrity of the 
office, disregard of constitutional 
duties and oath of office, arrogation 
of power, abuse of the government 
process, adverse impact on the 
system of the government,” 
“ Clearly, these effects can be 
brought 
about 
in 
ways 
not 
anticipated by criminal law. 
the 
report said.

Hot money debate predicted

It all comes down to money, 
federal money. Over $1 million of it. 
And these government dollars will 
be the focus tomorrow night of a 
continued 
Lompoc 
City Council 
session which could turn out to be 
one of the most decisive, and the 
hottest, in months. 


At issue will be how Lompoc’s 
slice of the federal revenue sharing 
fund pie is to be divided among a 
circle of famished city programs. 
The meeting is public and begins at 
5 p.m. tomorrow at City Hall, 119 W. 
Walnut Ave. 
Complicating 
the 
picture 
tomorrow night will be the ill-timed 
fact of the March 5 municipal 
election 
in 
which 
two council 
incumbents. Mayor E C. Stevens 
and Councilman Sol Lefkowitz, will 
ask the public to be reelected. Each 
is fostering a separate city program 
that requires federal funds to get off 


Nixon tells cabinet good 
chance to avoid rationing 


W A S H IN G T O N

President Nixon told a Cabinet 
meeting today “ we have a good 
chance 
of 
avoiding 
gasoline 
rationing.” 


Gerald L Warren, deputy White 
House 
press secretary, 
told 
reporters that the President told 
Cabinet 
members 
that 
federal 
energy chief William E. Simon was 
“ doing all he can to alleviate these 
problems." 


As part of this effort. Simon met 
with a group of governors who asked 
him 
to 
develop 
a 
system 
to 
distribute gasoline more equitably 
among 
states and 
allow local 
governments more flexibility in 
meeting their problems. 
Simon said he told the National 
Governors Conference’s executive 
committee the government would 
try to straighten out its allocation 
system to ensure “ each state gets 
an equitable share of fuel 
Simon met for two hours with 
members of the National Governors 
Conference's executive committee 
to try to work out problems of 


gasoline shortages which Simon has 
conceded are critical in some states. 
At least two states have gone to 
court 
to 
challenge 
the 
FEO's 
allocation program. 
Simon said he did not discuss a 
suit 
by 
Maryland Gov. Marvin 
Mandel to force the FEO to provide 
the state with more gasoline He has 
been named a defendant in the case 
but said he would not appear at a 
court hearing Friday because the 
Justice Department was handling 
the case. 
“ We 
recognize 
there 
is 
a 
problem—but it doesn’t call for 
demagoguery,” he said he told the 
governors. 
“ We 
need 
to 
work 
together.” 
As part of the program to ease 
criticism of the allocation program. 
Simon said the states would be 
notified shortly of their March fuel 
allocations 
so 
that 
they 
can 
comment on them before becoming 
effective. 
The FEO meantime notified the 
states that any gasoline brought into 
the country from foreign suppliers 
was subject to allocation controls 


the ground and would himself get a 
political catapult toward another

While the storm drain project at 
least, has been bid. the cost of the 
downtown effort is much more 
vague and the requirement for 
federal money uncertain But some 
federal money will apparently be 
needed 
and 
the 
downtown 
committee last night heard these 
estimates 
for 
beginning 
work: 
$149,000 for street, sidewalk and 
landscaping work on South H Street, 
two blocks of Ocean Ave. and one 
block of Walnut Ave.; $35.000 for 
paving and sidewalk alteration to 
make an embowered serpentine out 
of South H St; and an estimated 
$50,000 to purchase four lots off 
South H Street to be developed as 
parking lots. 
The ripest downtown project for 
revenue sharing funds are the South 
G Street improvements, including 
landscaping, lighting and sidewalk 
work to cost $14,000 federal dollars 
in addition to local funds. 
Another competing 
project 
is 
the refacading of city hall, for which 
$25,000 was once estimated. There 
are others. 


The city has $158,616 of the 
revenue sharing funds to spend 
before June of this year before 
surpassing federal guidelines and 


perhaps risking their loss. This is 
the money City Administrator Gene 
Wahlers has recommended spending 
on the storm drain project With this 
and an $100,000 outlay of the federal 
funds to balance the city budget, he 
said the city would have $288,000 in 
federal funds available this year. 
To date the council has spent 
$151,654 
of 
a 
total 
federal 
entitlement of $1,018,822 leaving 
over $800.000

“ Those developments have not 
been completely exposed for public 
consumption." 
he 
told 
a 
news 
conference, “ and I would rather 
that we not at this time go into that 
matter.” 


Kelley 
and 
Attorney 
General 
William Saxbe held a joint news 
conference which the FBI said had 
been scheduled for some time and 
had no connection with the Hearst 
kidnaping. 


Charles Bates, the FB I agent in 
charge of the kidnaping, had been 
scheduled 
to 
attend 
the 
news 
conference but returned instead to 
San Francisco, apparently after the 
newest tape demand from the SLA 
was sent to a San Francisco church 


“ The F B I’s activities in this case 
are almost exclusively directed 
toward the safe return of Miss 
Hearst.” Kelley said 


“ We will continue to be dominated 
by that consideration," he said “ I 
don’t know that this is any different 
than others we’ve had but I assure 
you the same consideration will be

Carmichael banks on planning, personnel experience 


i Editor’s Note: This is the fourth in a series of articles )

Charles Carmichael of 227 South Seventh St believes that 
his planning and personnel experience over the last 15 years 
in the Air Force and the ample time granted by retirement 
have fitted him, among other things, to help guide the city 
to a consistent growth policy. 
A resident here since 1958 with nine service years at 
Vandenberg Air Force Base. Carmichael is a candidate for 
the Lompoc City council in the March 5 municipal election 
Not focusing his candidacy at any particular city group, 
the retired Colonel thinks that Lompoc is divided on 
whether or not to grow, that it’s an important question for 
the city and that a negotiated, controlled compromise is 
part of the solution 
"I'm not a strict environmentalist I think that there are 
limits to this,’’ he outlined. “ I’m not tied to any business 
activity nor any political group I think that the valley right 
now is tom between this growth no growth faction and in 
between there’s a happy medium that we’ve got to meet 
and arrive at a controlled growth — not at the expense of 
the environment And certainly, the environment can’t be 
at the expense of economic growth ’ 
"I think if we can get the two factions sitting down 
together and leave the emotionalism home,’ he summed 
up. “ then we re going to arrive at this happy medium and 
arrive at a controlled growth But if we don’t sit down and 
talk eye ball-to eye ball on it, then both factions are going to 
lose ’ 
By controlled growth. Carmichael, who has never held 
elected office, added that he believes Lompoc industry 
“ should be expanded on a controlled basis” within 
environmentally acceptable limits. Like it or not, he said, 
the city is firmly tied into the economic activity at 
Vandenberg because of its large numbers of civil servants 
and contractor personnel. 
Electronics firms and-or complexes would be suitable for 
relocation here 
"There are a number of (such»firms that have expressed 
a desire for expansion here within the area, if they can find 
the proper facilities They have had some difficulty in it,” 
he related 
One such difficulty posed to prospective developers of the 
plant and office space such firms would require, 
Carmichael cited, has centered around city requirements 
of developers. 
“ I think the city is going to have to be more receptive to

The proper encouragement and incentive would bring 
some Los Angeles industries to Lompoc, Carmichael is 
confident, and, if elected, he promises to take a “ long, 
hard, cold look” at the effectiveness of the Lompoc 
Economic Development Association to date 
“ It might be that it would be more satisfactory to 
consolidate it with another activity, possibly doing away 
with what appears to be duplication,” he said LEDA needs 
a win, Carmichael added, and without one soon, public 
confidence in the city co-funded agency will seriously 
erode. 
The windows of his small study open on a sweeping view 
of the city’s west end from the brow of a bluff. A glass-

Another recent project of his was a state concession 
proposal for developing and operating Gaviota State Park 
which, during the planning stages, familiarized him with 
aspects of environmental and water supply planning, he 
said. 
Carmichael added that the now dormant proposal 
wouldn’t detract from his council time 
Listing the Lompoc Retired Officers Association as his 
only affiliation, the retired colonel cited water as an 
important problem looming in Lompoc’s future and again 
suggested a meeting of the different factions to form a 
policy to deal with it 
He was asked why he wanted to be a Lompoc councilman 
and answered: 
“ I feel that everybody should give some time to a civic 
function of sorts. And I kind of always regretted that I 
didn’t participate more fully in civic organizations, partly 
because of military activities and one thing and another .1 
wanted to get busy and I wanted to do something and 
with a little encouragement from friends, I filed for 
councilman ” He estimated in January that his campaign 
would cost about $1.000 but has revised this figure to $350 
The valley’s exact potential for tourism isn't now clear 
enough to Carmichael for him to consider it a serious 
alternative, he said But inflation is an assured problem for 
the city, he believes, and “ fiscal responsibility is a must. 
“ I have no complaints with what the city council has done 
during the past two years,” he said, but he’s not adverse to 
innovation. 
One possible project the candidate said he’d look into 
would be coaxing the government to install in Lompoc any 
planned experiments in electricity generation by wind To 
Carmichael, the idea is not quixotic. The presidential goal 
of energy independence, he believes, “ means to me that 
we re going to go through another mammoth expenditure of 
federal funds ...” If local experts calculate that windmills 
could generate power efficiently, he said. Lompoc has the 
wind and public distribution system to run them and 
Vandenberg has the land.

Lakers latest victims 


Pistons fatten up 
on Pacific foes

The entire Pacific Division of the National Basketball Association is no 
match for the Detroit Pistons. 
The Pistons, with burly Bob Lamer scoring 16 of his 29 points in the final 
quarter, beat the Los Angeles Lakers 112-110 Wednesday night to run their 
season record against Pacific Division foes to a gaudy 21-2. It was Detroit’s 
20th straight triumph over a Pacific Division team and upped the Pistons’ 
mark against the Lakers this season to 4-1 as Los Angeles lost its seventh 
straight road game and suffered its seventh loss in the last eight contests 
Detroit, which reduced its magic number for making the playoffs for the 
first tim e in six years to 11, trailed 81-80 going into the final quarter before 
the 6-foot-ll, 250-pound Lamer took charge, hitting on six of his next eight 
shots Willie Norwood added 21 points and John Mengelt hit 17 to help the 
Pistons. 
Jim Price, playing for the injured Jerry West, canned 31 points for the 
Lakers, who lost a chance to gain on Pacific Division-leading Golden State, 
which bowed to Kansas CityOmaha 116-97 
Referees Don Murphy and Paul Mihalik called 76 personals plus one 
technical as five players fouled out of the bruising Piston-Laker contest. 
However, the 76 infractions fell far short of the NBA regulation one game 
record of 97 called in 1953 in a game between New York and Syracuse 
Elsewhere in the NBA, Capital beat Portland 116-101, Houston whipped 
Philadelphia 115-98 and Milwaukee topped Atlanta 110-94 
Kings 116 Warriors 97 
Jim m y Walker and Don Kojis combined for 52 points to power Kansas 
City-Omaha past Golden State. Walker had 27 and Kojis 25 and Sam Lacy 
scored 20 and grabbed 19 rebounds. Despite the loss, the W arriors retained 
their two-game lead over the Lakers in the battle for the Pacific Division 
title. 
Cazzie Russell led Golden State with 27 points while veteran W arrior Jeff 
Mullins, who finished with 22. became the 34th player in NBA history to pass 
the 12,000-point career scoring mark 
Bullets 116 Blazers 101 
Kevin Porter scored a career-high 28 points while Mike Riordan and Elvm 
Hayes accounted for 27 apiece for Capital in its triumph over Portland. The 
Bullets built a 100-74 lead early in the fourth quarter in streaking to their 
fifth straight win and ninth in their last 12 games. 
Sidney Wicks and Geoff Petrie both scored 26 points for the visiting Trail 
Blazers, who dropped their fifth game in a row 
Rockets 115 76ers 98 
Rudy Tomjanovich scored 12 points to lead a third quarter Houston 
runaway in the Rockets’ win over Philadelphia. Houston led by only four at 
half tim e but outscored the 76ers 30-17 in the third period. Tomjanovich 
finished with 21 points while Mike Newlin had 18 and Calvin Murphy 16 for 
the Rockets. Tom Van Arsdale led Philadelphia with 20. 


Hockey player dies in crash 


Alvin Dark 
named A's 
new skipper 


OAKLAND (UPI) - It’s been an 
agonizing 2Mi years for Alvin Dark, 
a time to sit back and reflect and 
hopefully collect himself 


“ I think I am a better man today 
than I ever was,” said the 52-year- 
old Dark Wednesday, minutes after 
Charlie Finley had introduced him 
at a news conference as the new 
manager (12th in 14 years) of the 
World Champion Oakland A s 


Dark, who has known both the joys 
and agonies of big league baseball in 
a career that spans nearly 30 years, 
was finding it hard to pick the right 
words, standing up there in the glare 
of television cam eras and countless 
microphones. 


‘‘Obviously, I’ve had my personal 
problems,” he went on as Finley, 
who can be very charming when he 
chooses, put a fatherly arm around 
the man he fired as manager seven 
years ago. "But I’ve gotten myself 
straightened out and I believe I can 
be a better manager than I ever 
was.” 


Dark, a religious man, divorced 
his first wife four years ago and then 
rem arried 
He had other personal 
problems as well but held up while 
working on the front half of a five- 
year contract as 
manager and 
general manager of the Cleveland 
Indians. 


But 2V2 years ago, the Indians, 
going nowhere, fired Dark and he 
went home to Miami. He’s been 
trying to get a big league job ever 
since, not because he needed money, 
but just to be in the game.

When Oberlin Joe's game turned Sauer

NEW YORK - (NEA) - A man 
of genuine magnanimity, George 
Sauer Jr. never wanted this story 
told for fear it might crumble the 
ego of a certain Joe from Oberlin O. 
However, the bald details must 
now be exposed since George Sauer 
Jr., after lying low the past few 
years, is in the news again in 
controversial fashion. 
Sauer has announced that he plans 
to play for the Boston team of the 
embryonic World Football League. 
This causes a disruption among 
football aficionados for two reasons. 
One Sauer is apparently still under 
contract to the New York Jets, a 
team he quit while still an All Pro 
receiver after the 1970 season. 
The 
second 
reason 
for 
an 
emotional souffle is that Sauer quit 
because he said football had become 
“dehumanizing” and “ fascistic” . 
As for his Jet contract, only time 
and the law will tell. Regarding the 
second point, Sauer looks forward to 
playing for a respected and liked 
form er team m ate, Boston coach 
Babe Parilli. Also, the WFL, Sauer 
imagines, 
may be a pleasantly 
unpretentious and uncomputerized 
as the American Football League 
was when he first entered — and as 
the National Football League is not. 
Mainly, though, Sauer at age 29 
has never quite relieved himself of 
the itch to catch a pass. 
This fellow named Joe can tell you 
that. So can a fellow named Cass 
Jackson. 
Jackson is the head coach of the 
Oberlin 
College 
football 
team . 
Sauer, on a volunteer basis, was the 


assistant coach in charge of the 
offensive line Now hear Jackson on 
Sauer, and Joe: 
“ I knew George still liked to play 
because when we both lived around 
San Francisco we’d toss the ball 
around in a park for three, four 
hours and then we’d stop and chat, 
and soon George would be up and 
running 
again, 
running 
pass 
patterns. He was like a kid. He 
almost wore my arm out. 
“Sometimes we’d talk about the 
pros, and about all he’d say — and 
he mostly said it with his eyes — 
was ‘I wish it had been different, but 
it was fun while it lasted.’ 
“George stayed in shape. When he 
came to Oberlin to help me out, he 
was jogging five, six miles a day. 
And he watches his diet. Sometimes 
he’d just have a couple of glasses of 
orange juice for supper. And he kept 
his head in shape by reading Camus 
or Jam es Joyce. 
“ Since I knew he still loved 
football I thought when he cam e to 
the Oberlin campus I’d take him out 
to play in the local Sandlot Pick-Up 
Game. It was funny. You had to see 
this to believe it. 
“ The local hotshots, all of us 
black, play every Sunday evening in 
summer. 
This 
is 
serious 
stuff, 
although we have fun. A lot of us 
were high school or college heroes. 
And I even played defensive back in 
the Canadian League. 
“ We play just below Oberlin hill, 
with trees on either side of the field. 
It’s a beautiful setting, with the sun 
going down. And maybe a hundred 
people come out to watch — wives, 
girl friends, buddies, little kids. 


“The week before I had brought a 
philosophy teacher at Oberlin, who 
is white. It was em barrassing, he 
was so bad. He had been chosen on 
the other team from mine, and after 
the game one of the guys whispered 
that I shouldn’t bring back any more 
white dudes like that. 
“ During the next week, George 
arrives. I suggest he play on Sunday. 
He says okay. I bring him out to the 
field and guys are giving me dirty 
looks. George doesn’t look like much 
of 
a 
player. 
He’s 
wearing 
a 
sweatshirt and black shorts and he’s 
tossing the ball real loose. And he’s 
wearing his glasses the way he does 
down on his nose. 
“Nobody realizes this is George 
Sauer. I keep quiet just to see what 
happens. 
“There are about 20 players. Sides 
are chosen and George isn’t picked 
But one of the guys on the other 
team tells me, if I want my friend to 
play, he’s got to be on my side. I say, 
well, okay. 
“I throw the first pass of the game 
to 
G eorge. 
I t ’s 
an 
80-yard 
touchdown. 
Nobody 
can 
believe 
what they’ve just seen, especially 
Joe, who is a star defensive player. 
“ He figures there was a slip-up 
somewhere. He says I got this new 
cat’ The next play we run, George 
puts this fantastic move on Joe. 
George gets behind him, fakes 
toward the goal post. Joe lowers his 
head and starts chugging. George 
spins around and breaks to the 
sideline. I put the ball right on the 
money. Meanwhile, Joe is on the 
other side of the field. The crowd 
goes berserk. 


“ Now guys are on Joe. ‘Hey man 
this cat s burning you up. Two TDs. 
I figure now it’s time. I got to fil 
’em all in. this is George Sauer,’ i 
say. 
“The guys say, ‘Whooo?’ I saj 
‘George Sauer.’ and again ‘Whooo? 
Someone says ‘Nam ath’s receiver! 
I say, ‘Yeah.’ And Joe pipes up, ‘I 
got him.’ 
“ So George scores four more 
touchdowns. We win 60-0. It became 
the biggest story of the season in the 
black neighborhood in Oberlin. Joe’i 
a great athlete and he can laugl 
about it, too. He can even laugh al 
his new nickname. Everyone no* 
calls J o e ,‘I Got Him.’”

Auto racing, 
which likes to call itself the 
second largest spectator 
sport, claims it is only the 
seventh largest consumer of 
gasoline among recreational 
activities and that it will 
voluntarily cut this by 20 to 
25 per cent 
But the major racing asso­ 
ciations who make up the 
hastily formed National 
Motor Sports Committee are 
all going their separate ways 
in achieving the result And 
some of the tracks have still 
other ideas. It adds up to an 
interesting patchwork of 
confusion that - as usually 
happens in this sport — may 
■¡ome out all right in the final 
analysis 
Big Bill France, founder of 
NASCAR which sanctions 
most of the major stock car 
competition ami a potent po­ 
litical force in Florida (Dem­ 
ocrats for Nixon), was the 
leading mover behind the 
National Motor Sports Com­ 
mittee which was one of the 
first groups to plead its case 
before Federal Energy Ad­ 
ministration officials. His 
detailed statistical statement 
claimed that auto racing as a 
leisure activity uses only 
about 93,639.636 gallons in­ 
cluding fans going to the 
races.

fuel to run off instead of 
55.000 gallons (figuring a 44 
car starting field), former 
NASCAR champ Ned Jarrett 
announced he hoped to pro­ 
vide weekly racing at his 
Carolina tracks for about 300 
gallons a week Racing stock 
cars get about four miles per 
gallon 


It is the local track which 
may feel the brunt of the 
crisis and already the ideas 
to stay in business are flow­ 
ing.

Compromise 


One of the most complicated issues to 
ever come along in city government 
certainly has to be the proposed ordinance 
banning the home softwater units in the 
city. 
The interest generated by this issue is 
great but the technicalities of the problem 
are most difficult to understand. 
On the one hand, no citizen wants the 
pollution of a water supply. On another 
hand, the personal economics of the issue 
as relates to a homeowner should the 
harsh ordinance be adopted are almost too 
much to bear. And, the city’s proposed 
new 
sewer 
treatment 
plant 
funding 
depends greatly on a federal grant which, 
in turn, is seemingly mandating the 
softwater unit issue. The Vandenberg 


Village and Mission Hills areas are also 
greatly effected, economically, if they 
must specifically conform to the regula­ 
tions imposed. 
The complexity of 
this 
issue was 
magnified the other night at the public 
hearing as citizens, more than making 
statements, were asking questions. They 
did not understand and when one does not 
understand 
an 
issue, 
it 
becomes a 
bewildering situation. 
We believe the council acted wisely in 
sending the whole matter back to the 
technical 
experts 
to 
work 
out 
a 
compromise ordinance that will be simple 
to understand, minimal in economic strain 
and satisfactory to the environmental 
protection.

For one thing, it is not widely 
understood

resigned, and that reason, when 
fully understood, is not the making 
of

aphrodisiac. 
His own statement 
made the point that Mr. Heath is 
going to the country under false 
pretenses. He is going to ask the 
country to stand by him in resisitng 
the demands of the coal miners. 
But, said Powell in effect, after 
Heath wins (if he wins) the first 
thing he will do is give in to the coal 
miners. 
Mr. 
Pow ell’s 
reasoning 
is 
however more intricate than one 
supposes merely from floating one’s 
eyes past the paragraphs of his 
public announcement. He believes 
that wage and price controls are a 
fundamental fraud. That under the

underwritten the hypocrisy of the 
present leadership.

It is — he will tell you — 
rather as if in the middle of the Suez 
invasion, Anthony Eden had called 
an election. Those Conservatives 
thoroughly out of sympathy with 
Suez could not honorably have stood 
by.

What Scoop says, in brief, is that 
Richard 
Nixon 
is 
soft 
on 
Communism. Crazy? All right, I 
said 
things 
were 
getting 
daft. 
Jackson thinks Moscow is pulling 
the wool over the President’s eyes. 
And Jackson is also 100 per cent for 
Israel and thinks the Arab pressure 
is just a Moscow plot. Now there 
may be some truth in that. But, to 
Scoop, things are either black or 
white He gave 100 per cent support 
for the South Vietnam war. Today 
he wants a full military build-up, no 
arms agreement with Moscow save 
on our terms, distrust of Kissinger 
and Nixon in their dealings with 
Moscow, 
and 
full 
use of 
any 
obstacles to detente, like a demand 
that 
Russia 
allow 
unrestricted 
Jewish immigration, oust the Arabs 
and make amends to Solzhenitsyn 


The Ivan the Terrible treatment 
of Solzhenitsyn is the best thing that 
ever happened to American liberals, 
Scoop's 
supporters 
think 
— 
it 
reminds them that Russia is a 
totalitarian 
state. (The Jackson 
thesis is that liberals don’t know 
that, i 


Jackson’s crusade is a token of the 
Democratic dissension. His strong 
pro-Israel stand gets support from 
the Jewish community. He has 
made good professional use of his 
Senate chairmanship to lead the 
attack on the sitting-duck targets, 
the rapacious oil giants. Somehow 
or other we haven't been able so far 
to take the Senator as seriously as 
we ought, perhaps because we favor 
detente, or because we haven't 
adjusted yet to the concept of 
Richard Nixon being squishy toward 
Communism. 


An American presidential election 
begins about a year after the 
previous one ends and runs three 
years; the present British election 
lasts 
three 
weeks 
and 
ends 
February 28 A British-type election 
would only be possible in America if 
a full voter registry were compiled 
from the tax list and kept ready and 
up-to-date; if our political parties 
stood for something, if we had a 
legislature 
that 
could 
reach 
decisions and make policy; and if 
the adversary leaders like Messrs. 
Heath and Wilson were also party 
leaders 
and 
fully 
identified 
in 
advance. 


The 1972 US election probably cost 
$300 million. The British election 
will cost a fraction of that (in a 
smaller country, of course), and 
there won’t be contributions by ITT. 
the dairy interests, the oil interests 
and Howard Hughes. In England it 
wouldn’t be possible to elect a prime 
minister 
of 
one 
party 
and 
stalem ate 
him 
against 
a 
legislature of a rival party as we do 
frequently. 
Neither 
system 
is 
perfect, of course; the individual 
members of the House of Commons 
have very little say and often vote 
“ just like their leaders tell ’em to.” 
In the current election it seems 
doubtful that the winner, whoever 
he is, will get a big enough majority 
to carry on very long. 


On the other hand, there is this to 
be said about the British system, it 
won’t provide an imperial President 
who lives alone in the White House 
and decides by himself whether to 
bomb or invade, to impound funds, 
or to give up tapes In Westminster 
there is a plural government, the
